In 2017, there were 6,531 inmate tuberculin skin tests administered and read at Lubbock County 

Detention Center. Of that number, 62 (1.1%) had a measurement of 10 mm or greater.   

  

There were 518 employee tuberculin skin tests administered. Of that number, 1 (0.2%) had a 

measurement of 10 mm or greater.
